In >Boggs county, on the mad leatl- 
ing from Marsnailville to Fruwieh, 
Ga., and ten miles from Lbe former 
town, resides a well-to-tlo farmer 
named Myrup. 

His ftrniable and loving wife, early 
after breakfast, had taken her iufaiil 
child, about nineteen months old, in 
her arni3, and bud gone off in search 
of a fluo and favoritu notch row, that had 
for the tirst time failed to come homo the 
previous evening. 

On ooming home from the field to 
his dinner, Mr. Myruji Uiunetl that 
his wife and Bweet little prattler bad 
not made their appearance. Almost 
frantic with fear and excitement for 
their safety, kuowiug that n large 
bear had been seen in the swamp 
near by only a few days before, he 
put out, immediately in search of the 
missing ones. All the hired men of 
the place, followed, and, each taking 
a different direction, the whole coun- 
try was ransacked for several miles 
around. The neighbors also, as the 
sad news reached them, joined in the 
search. The sun was just sinking be- 
hind tho western hills, when as the 
miserable husband was returning up 
a small branch that had its source at 
his spring, and as lie was still anx- 
iously, but almost hopelessly, looking 
in every direction, while passing along, 
he descried in rt patch of luxuriant 
grass in n marsh a few paces oil some- 
thing like apiece of gingham. He 
stood horrified and motionless for a 
moment or two, and his heart almost 
stopped pulsation as the thought rush- 
ed through his frenzied brain that the 
object he saw might be lus wife's 
bonnet, and that both she and his 
darling boy might be buried in the 
fathomless quagmire over the centre 
of which lay this relic, Approach- 
ing to within a safo distance of 
this miry pit, he discovered tho 
grass turned down wa nl and the sur- 
face of tho slough brokeuaud lepress- 
ed, showing that some living body had 
been struggling greatly to get out. 
Very soon one of tho neighbors and 
two of the freedmen cams up, Mr, M. 
had already explored to i ho depth of 
his arm, in tin: mire, but found no 
traces of tho unfortunate ones. A 
pole, twelve or fifteen feet long, was 
now obtained and sent down its full 
length, but neither could anything be 
felt nor the bottom touched. Another 
rod, longer than the first was then 
fastened to it, and a like examination 
was made with a like result Any 
further attempt, to recover the dead 
bodies was, therefore, deetrled useless. 
It was accordingly decided to desist, 
and the party, which had by this time 
increased to thirty-live or forty persons, 
all set out for their respective homes, 
just at night fall. 

This quagmire had beeu known to 
all the occupants of the farm from its 
earliest settlement but never till then 
was any conception formed of its im- 
mense depth. Fully thirty feet of it 
had been sounded, yet its lowest part, 
if any it lias, is still to !>•• ascertained 
The mean diameter of the pit proper, 
for some lift een feet down, is about 
three ami a half feet. '

gress of the eighty-one ton gun 
great experimental gun to which mili- 
tary men are looking forward with so 
much interest, has now reached an mi- 
portant stage, tho last of the forging 
operations and the most critical op- 
eration in the construction of the eun 
having been successfully performed 
on Friday, namely, the welding to- 
gether of the jacket piece which car- 
ries the trunnions and encloses the 
breech end of" the cylinder. The forg- 
ing was considerably . larger than any 
that has been previously attempted, 
and some anxiety had been fed t as to 
the result, not only on account of the 
enormous size of tho heat, which 
would hardly go under t. ho great hum- 
mers, but also from tho risk there 
was that in raising such a mass to a 
welding heal would run out of shape 
under the pressure of the weight above 
it. However, by a careful cheek upon 
the heat of the furnace, the forging, 
after more than sixty hours' exposure, 
was brought out in perfect order, and 
the hammer did the work required of 
it with complete satisfaction. The 
satisfactory completion of the gun 
may now be regarded as certain.

A Change for the Better- 
Constant dropping, itia said, will 
wear a stone; and if recent changes in 
tho conduct of tho business of tho 
Lauds and Works Department ia not 
an exemplification of that ftdago wo 
should like to be told what is. Listen 
while we skotch two or throe of these 
changes— or, rather, Reforms. About 
two months ago tenders were called 
for the building of a bridge aorosstho 
ravino at Nanaimo. One of the speci- 
fications was that only BuiTfU'd Inlet 
sawed lumber should be used. Against 
this stipulation we entered a vigorous 
protest, pointing out that in its effort 
to break down a local sawmill com- 
pany that employed a large number of 
men, because one of its owners had 
opposed the Government in the House, 
the Government was really do- 
ing a serious injury to tho merchants 
of Nanaimo. About the same time it 
transpired that the Government Howe 
Sound trail party working near Lil- 
looet were being supplied with bacon 
imported from Cairo, Illinois, at a cost of 
28 cents per lb., when a better article, 
raised in Lillooet District, could bo 
had at tho rate of 8 cents per lb. lower 
Shortly afterwards we drew attention 
to an insufferable insult that had been 
offered tho peoplo of Yale — and 
through them every resident of the 
Mainland— by the Chief Commission- 
er in a telegram replying to a dispatch 
complaining that the road was unsafe. 
In dealing with these serious matters 
care was taken that while tho Chief 
Commissioner did not escape severe 
censure for his share of the responsi- 
bility, the Premier who allowed them 
to go on unrebuked should not bo 
screened. Indeed, we are decidedly 
of opinion that when a Premier suffers 
a colleague to remain in office after 
his unfitness has been proved, ho him- 
self assumes the odium that attaches 
to the other's acts. With respect to 
tho ravine bridge we havo just heard 
that tho Nanaimo sawmill having 
changed hands that the stipula- 
tion to which we objected has been 
withdrawn and that tho contractors 
will bo allowed to use Nanaimo saw- 
ed lumber. Perhaps some of those 
•who tendered with tho stipulation 
staring them in the face that only 
lumber from the other side of the 
gulf should be used in the construc- 
tion of the bridge and failed to get 
tho job, may cry out against this con- 
cession and declare that it is unfair to 
them; but the fact remains that in re- 
ceding from tho original specification 
tho Government has made the most 
disgraceful admission that the first 
stipulation was (what we claimed it to 
be at the time) a direct blow aimed at 
a political opponent, and had nothing 
whatever to do with the quality of the 
lumber of either the Burrard Inlet or 
Nanaimo mills. How llattered Bur- 
rard Inlet will feel at this admission. 
With respect to the Cairo bacon, or- 
ders have boon dispatched to Lillooet 
that provincial meats shall bo supplied 
the road parties. This order, unfor- 
tunately, comes too late, as nearly all 
the bacon required by the men now 
at work had been already furnished 
nnd the Province has not alone flit 
satisfaction of knowing that it is sev- 
eral hundred dollars poorer in conse- 
quence, but it can also enjoy tho hap- 
py consciousness that, its money has 
gone into the pocket of a producer 
in a foreign country throe thousand 
miles distant, leaving our own farmers 
with large stocks on hand. From 
Yah' wo hear that tho Lands & Works 
is endeavouring by assiduous attention 
and fulsome flattery to erase from the 
popular mind the remembrance of past 
neglect and impertinence. Tho peo- 
ple, however, aro not likely to soon 
forget that through the criminal ne- 
glect of tho Chief Commissioner and 
tho heartless indifference of the Pre- 
mier a large amount of valuable pro- 
perty has lieeu iost and a much larger 
amount placed in serious jeopardy. If 
Buch irregularities as were developed 
by the original and changed specifica- 
tion of tho Nanaimo Ravino bridge; 
such neglect as is seen in allowing a 
551,000,000 road to fall into decay ;suoh 
an outrage as was perpetrated by tho 
Chief Commissioner in his telegram 
to tho people of Yale; and such treat- 
ment as was meted out to tho taxpay- 
ers of Lillooet in the substitution of 
Illinois bacon for their own produc- 
tion ; if— -we ask- such irregularities, 
neglect, outrage and treatment can bo 
perpetrated with impunity on the eve 
of a general election, what may not bo 
looked for if, after the elections aro 
over, it bo found that tho present Min- 
istry havo been tmugly seated for the 
next four years ? Wo do not antici- 
pate any such calamity. Wo havo a 
strong and abidiug faith in the good 
sense of this people, and havo every 
confidence that, the Ministerial candi- 
dates will be '-smitten hip and thigh" 
in nearly every district. Yet it would 
ho well for the electors to bo on their 
guard against the blandishments of 
the men now in power, and not suffer 
themselves to bo cajoled bv oonces- 
-*onH which, thougu valuable, have

London and Westminsthr Bank and 
the Recent Pailuheh. — A London cor- 
respondent says:— The commercial and 
financial pressure of tho past fow weeks 
finds its ruoro romarkablo exposition in 
the report which tho Directors of tho 
London and Westminster Bankhaveissu- 
ed some eight or ten days before the cus- 
tomary time. Tho London aud West- 
minster is tho older and the larger of tho 
Joint Stock London Banks, excepting, of 
course, the Bank of England.' Its paid up 
capital is £2,000,000; ana its resorvo fund 
at the commencement of the closed half 
year was over ono million sterling. Tho 
dividend has for many yoars been 20 or 
21 per cent, annually; but tho Directors 
state in this report that they can only re- 
commend a dividend at the rate of 10 per 
cent; thoir profits for tho half year, after 
waking tho UBUal provision for bad aud 
doubtful debts, aro placed at £252,000, of 
which the 10 per cent, dividend will re- 
quire £100,000 for the half j ear, and add 
ing the balance, £152, UUU, to tho former 
Reserve or Rest it would have amounted 
to £1,157,000; but they have carried 
£500,000 from tho Reserve, leaving it at 
£667,000. This half million sterling is 
to form a special fund to meet "the ex- 
ceptional losses and 'frauds' to which 
they had been subjected during the half 
▼ear; and they feel confident that this 
large sum will be amply sufficient." I 
quote the ugly word 'frauds' as it is em- 
ployed by the Directors; but do not 
Snow its special reference Tho report 
inoreasos tho anxiety to learn tho condi- 
tion of other banking companies, and 
the probability that private bankers may 
also have largely pai taken of tho general 
loss, and even "frauds." Shares iu joint 
stock banks will deelino in value until 
their reports be issued, and they will be 
rapidly passed out. Tho liabilities of 
Messrs. Collie & Co. aro reported before 
the Court as £3,400,000, without an esti- 
mate of their assets. 



Me. Mackenzie. — Wo read in the 
Times: The Prime Minister of Canada, 
the Hon. Alosandor Mackenzie, has boon 
presented with the freedom of Dundee. 
The ceremony was witnessed by many of 
the loading citizens and a largo repre- 
sentation of the public, the great hall of 
the Albert Instituto buildings being 
crowded. Provost Cox in making the 
presentation alluded to thosucoe.ss which 
Mr. Mackenzie had achieved without any 
adventitious aids, to tho great improve- 
ments he had effected in tho country of 
his adoption, and to his efforts to conient 
the friendly relations existing between 
the Canadian Government aud Great 
Britain. Mr. Mackenzie, who was loud- 
ly applauded, referred thorn to tho great 
resources of tho country, and contended 
that it was quite consistent for two great 
nations to exist on the American Conti- 
nent governed by different political in- 
stitutions. Ho was convinced that so 
long as Great Britain maintained her 
present attitude toward tho Colonies so 
long would that friendship and confidence 
•which existed bo maintained. The bur- 
gess ticket was enclosed in a superb sil- 
ver casket.

Alarming Panic tit it KLootty and 
Sun key Meeting. 



Tho London "Standard" of July 
9th has the following: "A most alarm- 
ing panic occurred at the meeting 
hold yesterday in connection with tha 
Moody and Sanlcey services at Cam- 
borwoll Hall. The time for tho de- 
parture of the revivalists drawing near, 
tho audiences are daily on the increase. 
Last night tho hall was densely crowd- 
ed moro than an hour before the com- 
mencement of the proceedings; Htill 
thousands arrived, only to find tho 
doors closed against them. Mr. Moo- 
dy commenced tho service nearly an 
hour boforo tho usual time. A hymn 
had been sung and a prayer offered 
up, and Mr. Moody was engaged in 
reading the Fifty-first Psalm, when 
suddenly tho whole of tho audier.co 
was startled by the uoisu of the doors 
being forced, and tho uproar of thou- 
sands endeavoring to rush into tho 
building. The females present shriek- 
ed, and a riot seemed to threaten. Mr. 
Moody immediately concluded bis 
reading, and requested tho people to 
keep culm and to join in singing n 
hymn. The meeting was now loft in 
chargo of Mr. Satikey, while .Mr- 
Moody left tho roitrutn with the in- 
tention of endeavoring to quiet the 
peoplo outside. He, on seeing the 
state of ail'airs, returned and told t.ho 
ushers to depart from tho usual rule, 
and allow as many ns could bo ac- 
commodated to stand in tho aisles. 
The doors having been opened, thou- 
sands burst in, many rushing toward 
the galleries. The peoplo hero became 
alarmed, and Mr. Moody, who had 
returned, wus asked not to allow any 
moro to come thero, or some evil con- 
sequence might ensue, in the mean- 
time, a panic Bpread among those who 
had crowdod into tho enquiry rooms, 
which are situated under tho platform 
and gallerios. Thoy wore terrified 
lest tuoso structures should give way, 
and tho crowds of peoplo above fall 
down upon them. Mr. Moody mount- 
ed into the r69trnm, and expressed 
tho bono that all would romaiu qttiet. 
There had been a report of a threaten- 
ed riot underneath. He was sorry to 
say that many people had got into 
the onquiry rooms, aud had so far 
forgotten themselves as to use violence 
Under those circumstances, many 
wore trying to got outside, but it was 
no use, us thorn wore thousands in tho 
rooms underneath aud around ,tho 
buUcUrlg* Consequently, if those bo- 
low did not leftVO', violence must bo 
met by violence., it would Ira iitju- 
cUoiws for. people to faint, too, for 



thoy could not be removed; so every- 
one would do well to remain whoro they 
wo'-o. Mr. Moody then loft tho rostrum. 
Tho panic now reached its height. Num- 
bers of women, iu suite of .all. romon* 
stranco, endeavored to leave, and many 
had to bo kept in tlioir phiees by sheei' 
force. Mr. Graham, one of the chief 
stewards, ontored tho rostrum aud "said if 
the peoplo did not keep calm thecommit- 
teo could not now bo responsible -either 
for tho safety of tho building or people. 
Mr. Moody had gone outnido, and would 
not return uutil all was quiet. Either 
tho people in the rooms underneath ox 
tlio galleries above would havo to retire, 
or tho service would at once bo conclud- 
ed. In about half an hour tho over 
whelming crowd had cousiderably less 
ened, and, after provision had been made 
for some extra hearers, tho sorvico pro 
cucded. No casualty occurred, although 
tho majority were severely crushed, and 
a number faintod. Mr. Moody, iu the 
course of Lis uubsequont observations, 
remarked that ho was sorry to hear that 
two ladies who woro prosont a few nights 
previously wore now no more, ono hav- 
ing dropped dead after leaving the hall."
